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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-15, 17, 18 and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner agrees with Applicants' arguments that the present amendments to the 
claims overcome all 35 USC 1 12 rejections. 

The examiner agrees with Applicants' arguments; specifically, that the prior art of record 
neither teaches nor reasonably suggests an x-ray target having a metal foil thickness between 1 
and 3 microns and further being smaller or equal to an electron diffusion depth and for which 
less than 20% of the electron energy is deposited in the metal foil, in combination with the 
remaining structure as claimed in each of claims 1, 14 and 15. 

Claims 3-7, 9, 10, 12, 13, 17, 18 and 20 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Larson (US 5,602,899) teaches away from the claimed invention, requiring that the 
thickness of the metal foil be about twice the electron diffusion depth. 

Wang (US 5,627,871) teaches that x-ray emission efficiency and narrow bandwidth are 
possible with thin target films, on the order of less than 0. 1 microns and up to 2 microns. 
Although this overlaps the claimed range, the teachings apply to transmission-based target 
designs, with no suggestion that such advantages could be gained from reflection geometries as 
claimed, where the outcoupled x-rays are emitted from the same side of the foil as the electron 
beam is incident. 

Grubis (US 4,075,526), Skillicorn (US 5,682,412) and Dietz (US 3,683,223) all teach a 
target metal foil with either a) a range of target metal foil thicknesses overlapping that of the 
claimed range, or 2) a teaching that the metal foil should be approximately one electron diffusion 
length thick; however, as in Wang, there is no suggestion that the similar advantages would be 
feasible in a reflection geometry, as claimed.
